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TRAVEL MANAGEMENT 


Vehicular travel on the Rio Grande NF is restricted to 
designated Forest roads and Forest trails (See 
examples below) except for game retrieval during 
hunting season.

During the big game hunting season only, the Rio 
Grande NF allows travel off designated Forest roads 
and trails to_retrieve legally taken game 
animals from noon until dark only with All- 
Terrain Vehicles (ATV's) or small off-highway vehicles 
(not to exceed 48" in width with balloon tires and 
low tire pressure); not to include motorcycles. 


It is prohibited to transport weapons on ATV's while 
retrieving game off of Forest roads and trails. Care 
should be exercised to ride ATV's in a manner so as 
not to cause resource damage. Wet, steep areas 
should be avoided to prevent this kind of damage. 


The Rio Grande National Forest map will provide all 
the necessary information you need to make plans to 
visit specific areas of the Forest. Travel Management 
is explained in detail in the map. ATV use, feed 
restrictions, 4-wheel drive, mountain bikes and more 
are addressed. Rio Grande National Forest maps are 
available at Forest offices and local retailers. 


RECKLESS AND CARELESS DRIVING 
ON NATIONAL FOREST ROADS 


It is prohibited to Operate a vehicle carelessly, 
recklessly or without regard to the rights or safety 
of other persons or in a manner or at a speed that 
would endanger or be likely to endanger any person 


or property. 


Violation of these regulations is punishable by a fine of 
up to $5000 or an imprisonment of up to six (6) months 
or both (16 USC 551) 


Please drive safely while on the Forest. 


PERMANENT CLOSURES 


Wilderness Areas are permanently closed to motorized 
vehicles and mechanized equipment, including bicycles. 
The Rio Grande National Forest includes the La Garita 
Wilderness, the Sangre de Cristo Wilderness, the South 
San Juan Wilderness and the Weminuche Wilderness.
